Laski Promise 
Ends Hunger Strike

LA SPEZIA—After a three-day 


hunger strike during which more 
than sixty persons collapsed, the 
1,040 Jewish refugees who have 
been detained aboard the Italian 
ship “Fede,” on which they hoped 
to proceed to Palestine without 
visas, voted to suspend the strike 
when Harold Laski, chairman of 
the British Labor Party, prom- 
ised them that he would take the 
matter up with Ernest Bevin, 
British Foreign Secretary. 

The decision to suspend the 
hunger strike was taken follow- 
ing a two-hour dramatic ship- 
board meeting with the British 
labor leader. Spokesmen for the 
group made it clear to Mr. Laski 


‘that unless his intervention leads 


to favorable results, the refugees 
would not only resume the hun- 
ger strike but indulge as well in 
acts of despair wihch will “shock 
the civilized world.” 

Several of the hunger strikers 
were removed from the ship to 
hospital. One youth, weakened by 
Seven years in a concentration 
camp, fell into a coma. Two at- 
tempted suicide. Children under 
the age of 17 and pregnant wom- 
en were specifically exempted 
from going on the hunger strike. 
Approximately a third of the 340 
women abvard the ship are preg- 
nant. 

The only physician in the party, 
Dr. Boris Schwartzman, a Po- 
lish Jew, ministered to the needs 
of the sick and weak during the 
Strike. When the hunger strike 
was called off, he declared that he 
feared a typhus epidemic if the 
Strike were continued. 

Conditions aboard the 120-foot 
Ship are reported to be horrible. 
The refugees have been sleeping 
in the hull of the boat, each per- 
Sor using a space only two feet 
wide and two feet high. 

The only “document” that the

Hecht's Group Appeals 
For Money; Claims Hit

NEW YORK—An ad spreading 
over more than half a page of 
Tuesday’s New York Times and 
signed by Ben Hecht, Will Rogers, 
Jr. and Louis Bromfield, appealed 
for funds to aid illegal immigra- 
tion into Palestine, under the slo- 
gan “Give us the Money ... we'll 
get them there!” 


The ad said that it cost $250 
to move one concentration camp 
victim from Europe to Palestine, 
and guaranteed that “your contri- 
butions in response to this ap- 
peal will be used entirely and 


only for this purpose.” 
Meanwhile a New York Times 
dispatch from Cairo in the same 
paper took exception to Mr. 
Hecht’s claims that the American 
League for a Free Palestine was 
responsible for the alleged immi- 
gration into Palestine, and termed 
his disclosure as “ill-advised and 
unauthorized.” The dispatch said 


15 Palestine Leaders 
Start Own Hunger Fast

JERUSALEM — A one-day 
hunger strike was held last Sun- 
day, by the Jewish community 
throughout Palestine as a protest 
against the refusal of the British 
authorities to permit the detained 
1,040 Jewish refugees at La 
Spezia, Italy, to enter Palestine 
as the thirteen Jewish leaders, in- 
cluding three women, who went 
on a hunger strike last week, 
vowing not to touch food until 
the refugees are brought to Pal- 
estine, entered the fourth day of 
their fast in the building of the 
Jewish National Council without 
giving signs of weakening. Their 
number was increased to fifteen, 
when they were joined by’ Israel 
Garfinkel, member of the Tel 
Aviv Municipal Council, and 
Itzhak Werfel, Poale Mizrachi 
central committee member. Doz- 
ens of prominent Jewish leaders 
were reported to have applied to 
the Jewish National Council for 
permission to join the hunger 
strike. 


Among the original thirteen 
hunger strikers are David Remez, 
chairman of the National Coun- 
cil for Palestine Jews; Salman 
Rubashoff, editor of the Hebrew 
Daily Davar, Jewish Labor party 
publication; David ‘Werner, He- 
brew University Senator; Mrs. 
Goldie Meyerson, executive mem 
ber of the Jewish Federation of 
Labor, Mrs. Elisheva Vromen: 
Snape, Netherland Jewish wom 
en’s leader, and Yehudith Sim- 
honith. Miss Meyerson is a form: 
er resident of Milwaukee. 


The, hunger strikers have been 
provided with beds and medical 
care by the Hadassah hospital. At 
first they were permitted to re 
ceive visitors, but as they entered 
the fourth day of the strike their 
physicians issued an order bar- 
ring all visitors excepting mem 
bers of their families. 


An impressive demonstration 
took place here on Saturday 
when worshippers from a near 
by synagogue came with their 
prayer shawls to bless and en- 
courage the strikers. As the white 
bearded men and _ shawl-covered 
women reached the _ building 
housing the strikers, the fasting 
leaders appeared on the balcony 
and delivered brief talks. Goldie 
Meyerson pledged that the fast 
would continue “unto death or 
repatriation” of the detained 
refugees. 
however, that the existence of a 
large-scale plan to bring visaless 
Jews to Palestine was in opera- 
tion.

The possibility of enacting such a measure which was recom- 
mended to the city council committee on judiciary, was to be studied 
by a subcommittee which Alderman H. L. Brody was directed to 


form. 


The sub-committee according to the plan, will include three 
council members who are attorneys. The proposed ordinance was 
presented by Philip H. Vision, member of the state executive board 
of Amvets, and was further discussed at the committee’s meeting 
by Gilbert Bordon, of the American Jewish Congress, and Ira 
Latimer, executive secretary of the Chicago Civil Liberties com- 


mittee.

WASHINGTON—Jan Stanczyk, Polish Minister of Labor and 
Public Welfare, said reports of anti-Semitism in Poland were exag- 
gerated by Polish Jews leaving the country for the United States 
zone of Germany, in an understandable effort to provide reasons 


for their emigration. 

He explained to a press con- 
ference at the Polish Embassy 
that the 80,000 surviving Jews in 
Poland ‘do not want to live in 
their own cemetery,” that some 
wish to go to Palestine, that oth- 
ers are too old to begin creation 
of a new life in a devastated 
country, and therefore “under- 
standably” exaggerated the de- 
gree of anti-Semitism. He said 
that murders by some criminal 
bands for purposes of robbery 
are attributed to ideological rea- 
sons. 

“We are accused of having too 
many Jews in high administrative 
posts,” he said, declaring that a 
high number of “very able Jews” 
hold important government and 
industrial positions. He cited the 
Minister of Industry and Deputy 
Ministers of Labor, Shipping and 
Foreign Trade, and Justice, as 
well as the very responsible post 
of Under-Secretary of State for 
the Prime Minister. 

The chief source of anti-Semit- 
ism is among the small trades- 
people who fear the competition 
of returned Jews, and among 
anti-Government and _ anti-Rus- 
sian “conspirators” who use anti- 
Semitism to conceal illegal ac- 
tivities, Stanczyk said. 


Rockefeller Heads UJA 
Drive Among Non-Jews

NEW YORK—Formation of the 
Community Committee of New 
York, a non-sectarian group “to 
enlist the support of all Ameri- 
cans regardless of creed, for the 
destitute remnant of the Jews 
overseas” was announced yester- 
day by Edward M. M. Warburg, 
chairman of the 1946 campaign 
of the United Jewish Appeal of 
Greater New York. 

Nelson A. Rockefeller, who re- 
cently gave $100,000 to the U. J. 
A., will serve as chairman of 
the Committee. 

The organization of the new 
Community Committee is in the 
best spirit of the American tra- 
dition of helpfulness, Mr. Rocke- 
feller said in his statement ac- 
cepting the chairmanship. “We 
as a nation have always reached 
out our hand to the rest of the 
world,” he said. “The underprivi- 
leged of the world look upon us 
as a nation of many privileges. 
They look to us for material re- 
lief; they look to us also for 
moral leadership. 

“Although we have done much, 
there is still more to be done. 
In the present world crisis we 
have not as yet lived up to what 
the world has thought of us or 
hoped of us. We have not lived 
up to it as far as all mankind is 
concerned — we have especially 
failed the Jews of Europe.” 

“We have just finished a long 
and costly war against Nazism. 
However, if a single additional 
Jewish life is lost, then Hitler has 
gained another victory. We must 
defeat Hitler in this, too. 

“I know I speak for all men 
and women of good will when I 
say it is a privilege to become 
part of this United Jewish Ap- 
peal campaign and to support this 
cause with our money, our time 
and our hearts.” 

Mr. Rockefeller announced that 
organization of his Committee 
was now in progress.

La Follette Says U.S. 
Should Fight British Act

TOLEDO, Ohio— Because the 
United States has failed to pro- 
test to Great Britain against the 
British proposal to divide Pales- 
tine in order to set up the al- 
legedly independent country of 
Transjordan, “our Government 
has become a party to a breach 
of trust,” Senator Robert M. La 
Follette, Jr., of Wisconsin, de- 
clared here this week. 

AS a signatory to the Anglo- 
American convention of 1924, 
which ratified the British Man- 
date for Palestine, “the United 
States has every reason and 
every basis to protest this inten- 
tion,” Senator LaFollette told a 
mass meeting in the Collingwood 
Avenue Temple. “It could do so, 
also, aS a partner in the joint 
Palestine inquiry which is now 
proceeding. But it has not done 
so and by its inaction has become 
a party to a breach of trust.” 

Senator La Follette asserted 
that “British rule in Palestine is 
no longer based on law. It is 
a rule of force only, a rule of 
bayonets,” he said. “At present, 
the legal status of a Jew in Pal- 
estine—in the country which is 
presumed to be his home—is in- 
ferior to his legal status in most 
other countries of the world.”

tioning condition., Additional recruits from the Hebrew resistance 
movement in Palestine have strengthened the machinery which, in 
1937-40, moved to Palestine under the noses of the Gestapo more 
than 40,000 people. These representatives have reported that under 
conditions prevailing in Europe today the average cost of moving 
a person from an interior point to a port and then to the Palestine 
short is about 250 American dollars.

two hundred years ago the Hebrew people left Egypt for Palestine 
in the first Exodus. The modern Moses is hidden somewhere in the 
anonymity of the resistance movement but the second Exodus has 


begun. 


Bread, Shoes Won’t Solve Problem 

Giving these people “a loaf of bread or a pair of shoes,” Mr, 
Hecht pointed out, will not solve their problem. Eleven hundred of 
them now in an Italian port have refused to eat rather than be 
thwarted in their efforts to reach Palestine. Charity that seeks to 
keep them alive without altering their condition is prolonging a 
desperate situation and leaves still in existence a vulnerable spot 
through which enemies of peace can attack, just as Hitler did and 


as others are trying to do. 





Soviet Supplied Matzohs 
To Jews, Leader Says

provided religious Jews in the 
U. S. S. R. with matzohs and as- 
sisted them in observing Pass- 
over, Samuel Chobrutsky, chair- 
man of the Moscow Jewish com- 
munity, said here. 

In Moscow, Chobrutsky  re- 
vealed, matzohs were sold in the 
state food stores at reasonable 
prices. The unleavened bread 
was baked under the supervision 
of Rabbi I. Shliffer. Besides gov- 
ernment bakeries a number of 
private matzoh baking factories 
supplied the Jews, and Chobrut- 
sky estimated that a _ sufficient 
quantity was baked to supply all 
the Jews in the city. 

He also reported that matzohs 
were available in many cities, 
including Odessa, Riga, Kharkov, 
Kiev, Tashwent, and Kuibyshev.

On this basis 
concerted efforts will be inaugur- 
ated to bring about maximum 
Jewish content in the Jewish 
Community Centers of New Eng- 
land.

NEW YORK — Construction on 
the New Hebrew University med- 
ical school on Mt. Scopus in Jeru- 
salem is expected to begin within 
the next few months, Sir Leon 
Simon, chairman of the execu- 
tive committee of the University, 
disclosed here. 

Pointing out that of the 15,000 
Jewish physicians in the sections 
of Europe which were occupied 
by the Nazis, only about 300 can 
be accounted for, Sir Leon said 
that the new medical school will 
furnish a source of doctors for 
the devastated European Jewish 
communities and for the entire 
Middle East.

Addressing a meeting of the Intelligent American Voters’ League, held at the 
Masonic Auditorium, Cleveland, Ohio, on March 10th, Upton Close charged that “a 
member of a certain race” had made a “false report” to Pennsylvania’s Governor 
Edward Martin of what Close had said at a meeting of the Mt. Lebanon (Pa.) 
Council of Republican Women on March 7, 1946. This “false report” was the cause, 
according to Close, of the Governor’s public denunciation of him (The Home Front, 
March 15, 1946). Close stated that “this was an overall plan of that certain race 
to cause confusion and dissension.” 

Commenting on the arrest of Gerald Smith, Arthur W. Terminiello and Fred- 
erick Kister in connection with disorders at Smith’s Chicago meeting on February 
7, Close “revealed” that “a Jewish newspaper had the story of the riot on the street 
eight hours before it occurred.” Smith and his associates had been subjected to a 
“kangaroo court,” Close said. He further stated: 

Those are the very people who put up such a plea and yell about 
Brotherhood Week. 'They are the ones why cry for tolerance and are the 
ones who are financing the non-discrimination program in the United 
States today. They are trying to pull the wool over the eyes while they 
stab us in the back.

meeting of the organization here.

The statement read in part: 

“The internal difficulties lie in 
the competition between the re- 
ligious groups themselves, each 
of whom is reluctant to yield to 
the over-all body some activities 
which are of a general religious 
nature, but which each, for his- 
torical reasons, regards as its ex- 
clusive domain. . . . Every field 
that is captured by one of the 
groups is maintained jealousy by 
‘right of conquest.’” Thus a host 
of activities of a general religious 
nature “are within the exclusive 
jurisdiction of one or another of 
our constituencies who refuse to 
Surrender any of their ‘state 
rights’ to the ‘federal body’.”

Statement of Resignation By Rabbi Ahron Opher 


April 10, 1946 
To the Delegates of the Synagogue Council of America: 

At the last meeting of the Synagogue Council, in submitting 
my resignation as Assistant to the President, I stated that I had 
deemed it a signal honor to share in the administration of this 
body and to work toward the establishment of an effective and 
dignified united religious spokesmanship for American Jewry. I 
believe in the validity of the idea of the Synagogue Council. 
I feel, as all of us do, the need for an organization in Jewish 
life which will speak the united voice of the synagogue, give a 
primary religious character to the American Jewish community, 
enhance its spiritual and moral life, work with the other re- 
ligious communions in programs of common moral concern, 
safeguard Jewish beliefs and practices from abuse and defama- 
tion, aid in the religious rehabilitation of our brethren abroad 
and, in general, represent American Jewry as a religious com- 
munion in the eyes of the people and the government of the 
United States. 

I feel, however, that there are insurmountable difficulties 
in effectuating this idea. We are faced with resistance from 
without and from within in our efforts to build a Synagogue 
Council that would be as meaningful and as effective in the 
Jewish community as the Federal Council of Churches is in 
the Protestant community. 

The external hindrances lie in the established structure of 
the American Jewish community. Historically the leadership 
of American Jewry came into the hands of secular organizations 
and individuals who are not of the synagogue. These bodies 
and individuals have organized a network of institutions and 
agencies which have for a long time conducted all Jewish phil- 
anthropic, communal, political and defense programs and ac- 
tivities which, in the Catholic and Protestant communities, are 
conducted under the aegis of the church. The voice of the 
Synagogue has been so weak and its leadership so docile that 
the religious institutions of American Jewry have wielded a very 
insignificant influence in these areas of Jewish communal life. 
Because of the ineffectiveness and the fragmentization of Jew- 
ish religious life in this country, the secular organizations have 
even encroached upon the areas directly related to the moral 
and spiritual life of our people. 

Interfaith activities, Which should presuppose the repre- 
sentation of the faith of Israel alongside the Protestant and 
Catholic faiths, are actually carried on by the American Jewish 
Committee, the Anti-Defamation League, the American Jewish 
Congress, and a variety of other organizations and individuals 
who appear as spokesmen for Jewish religion. 

Religious instruction, both within the Jewish community 
and in the public educational institutions, is controlled and di- 
rected by organizations and people who are not of the syna- 
gogue. That is true also of youth work and adult Jewish edu- 
cational programs, under the direction of the Center movement, 
the Hillel Foundation, the AZA and similar agencies, which are 
without the influence of the official religious leadership of the 
community. 

When the government invited religious consultants to the 
American delegation at the United Nations Conference in San 
Francisco, the Protestants were represented by the Federal 
Council of Churches and the Catholics by the National Catholic 
Welfare, both of which are the religious spokesmen of those 
communities—but the Jews were represented by the American 
Jewish Conference and the American Jewish Committee, which 
resented the Synagogue Council’s presence even in a liaison 
capacity and demanded its withdrawal from the scene. And 
nobody, except the Union of American Hebrew Congregations, 
uttered a word in protest against the public rebuke suffered 
by the Synagogue Council at the hands of the secular leader- 
ship in San Francisco. 

The religious rehabilitation of European Jewry is in the 
hands of the JDC and its work is executed by individuals who 
are not synagogue Jews and have little concern for the sur- 
vival of the religion of Israel. This is in sharp contrast to simi- 
lar programs of relief and rehabilitation of European Chris- 
tians which the churches of America are conducting and direct- 
ing. 

We accept tacitly the strange situation of American Jewish 
life where the JWB controls the religious life of our men in the 
armed services, the ADL is undertaking a program for the en- 
hancement of the religious and moral life of American Jews, 
the American Jewish Committee is presenting Jewish day pro- 
grams on the radio and the American Jewish Congress is 
handling religious instruction in the public schools of the 
country.

the Synagogue Council, and there- 
fore the Union finds itself at odds 
with the Council whenever the 
latter seeks to exercise its infiu- 
ence in those areas. This is also 
true of the younger religious 
bodies. Every field that is cap- 
tured by one of the groups is 
maintained jealously by “right 
of conquest.” Thus religious 
broadcasts, interdenominational 
institutes, synagogue centers and 
a variety of other activities are 
within the exclusive jurisdiction 
of one or another of our constitu- 
encies who refuse to surrender 
any of their “state rights” to the 
“federal . body.” 

It is this competition between 
the religious groups that of 
course weakens the position of 
the synagogue and leaves secu- 
lar organizations in control. 

Nevertheless, despite these dif- 
ficulties, the Council has carried 
on a vast and varied program of 
activities in the last few years 
and has made a deep impression 
upon the American Jewish com- 
munity. There seems to be a 
genuine desire, both within and 
without the synagogue, to main-- 
tain a Synagogue Council of 
America. This desire, however, 
has not been strong enough for 
the community to respond to the 
call for support. Thus, all the 
work that has been done by the 
Council has been done by two or 
three individuals who have given 
a great deal of their time, energy 
and resources to the organization. 
Volunteer service is no longer 
adequate to achieve the purpose 
for which the Synagogue Council 
was conceived and enable it to 
become the powerful religious 
voice that American Jewry needs. 

I personally feel that the efforts 
of only a few, however well in- 
tentioned, cannot possibly  en- 
compass the scope of so vital a 
program. And it was for this 
reason that I submitted my resig- 
nation at the last meeting. 

Although I yielded to your re- 
quest that I withdraw my resig- 
nation, I now feel that I must 
devote my time to my congrega- 
tion and to other Jewish causes 
dear to me, which I was com- 
pelled to neglect in the last three 
years, and therefore I earnestly 
and respectfully beg you to re- 
lieve me as of tonight from all 
the duties of the office to which 
you elected me. 

I am confident that our con- 
stituencies and the American 
Jewish community, in their de- 
sire to keep the Synagogue Coun- 
cil alive, will find the means to 
build this organization on a firm 
foundation and perpetuate it to 
the credit of our people.

Seven-year-old Georgie Neu- 
feld almost steals the show witn 
his singing of “Gonna Love My 
Daddy Like He’s. Never Been 
Loved Before,” his own version 
of a popular song, improvised 
when he heard that his father, 
long believed dead, had been 
found alive in Europe. 

The film points out how con- 
tributions to the $100,000,000 
United Jewish Appeal campaign 
for 1946 enabled NRS to bring 
the Oswego refugees to freedom 
and restore them to normal liv- 
ing with the aid of many local 
communities.

“ NE NATION” is a nobly 


motivated and beautifully 
done volume. The photographs 
which form the most striking 
portion of the book, are splendid- 
ly executed and carefully de- 
signed, unique and remarkable. 
They form indisputable _ testi- 
mony concerning some exceed- 
ingly unwholesome, ugly aspects 
of American life. 

The vivid pictures and textual 
commentary should open the eyes 
of intelligent Americans to the 
grave and often criminal injus- 
tices which we knowingly visit 
upon a large portion of our citi- 
zens—the Negroes, the Mexicans, 
Pacific races, etc. That we hold 
the unfortunate victims of our 
cruel folly responsible for the in- 
evitable consequences of the poli- 
cies we enforce against them is 
one of the anomalies of our 
American civilization. The au- 
thors have rendered a great serv- 
ice in exposing this undeniable, 


melancholy truth.

IN ALL CASES of “unac- 
cepted” peoples, it is economic, 
political and social discrimina- 
tion which breeds not only pov- 
erty and misery, but bitter re- 
sentment against society. Often 
the anger of the outcasts finds 
release in racial tension and 
strife, and in individual crime. 

Permanent improvement in the 
lot of our submerged classes re- 
quires the raising of economic 
standards, better educational op- 
portunities, and a more genuine 
and sincere recognition of the 
political rights of all American 
citizens, irrespective of color or 
race. However, the vested and 
powerful interests who exploit 
and rob our “Joads” are hostile 
to any basic reform in the status 
quo. And this represents a grim 
challenge to the conscience of 
our country at large. 

The section “Culture and 
Creed” is a plea for the under- 
standing and tolerance of the 
Catholic and the Jew. To put 
Catholic discrimination and anti- 
Semitism on the same level, and 
to argue innocently that Catho- 
lies and Jews should be tolerated 
is to be guilty of extreme super- 
ficiality, of naivete. How can any- 
one ignore the indisputable fact 
that the Roman Catholic church 
is one of the most powerful or- 
ganizations in American life, not 
only religious, but political, num- 
bering over twenty million sou!s 
—whereas the Jews number only 
at most four and a half million, 
and lack even a semblance of 
unity or common leadership—re- 


ligious, political or atherwise.

IT IS FOOLISH to overlook, 
as the author does, certain un- 
happy tendencies in the Catholic 
Church. The issue is not, as he 
puts it, “whether the Church has 
the right to exist in America on 
an equal basis with other church 
es.”” No one denies this. What dis- 
tresses thinking non-Catholic 
Americans is the exclusive claims 
of the Church as the sole depos- 
itory of all true religion and 
faith, and the effort to impose on 
the country at large Catholic pat- 
terns and outlook. 

As the Jew has no right to re- 
quire others to observe the Sab- 
bath or Kashruth, so has the 
Catholic Church no right to seek 
to impose by law any ban on 
birth control or to demand priv- 
ileges for parochial schoois, 
while waging a ceaseless battle 
against the public sehool. 

To dismiss Father Coughlin 
with the assurances that “for 


every Father Coughlin there are 


dozens of priests whose concern 
is with the souls of their par- 
ishioners” is ludicrous. All of the 
priests did not have one percent 
of the influence Coughlin did, and 
the latter’s was unspeakably Fas- 
cist, evil and anti-Semitic.

WHILE exceedingly well inten- 
tioned in the treatment of the 
Jew, the author commits. the 
grave error of reprinting some 
of the most violently anti-Semitic 
propaganda—for purposes of il- 
lustration, of course—which have 
appeared here or abroad. Such 
choice publicity for anti-Semitism 
is ill advised, and most unfortun- 
ate. Many who never saw or 
heard of some of these popular 
anti-Jewish slogans will now 
meet them for the first time, and 
find them permanently incor- 
porated, for future reference. 

Since Jews are exceedingly 
anxious to suppress this litera- 
ture, to obliterate it in the most 
literal sense of the word, the 
printing of these ancient false- 
hoods can serve no good purpose. 
Page 318, containing a variety of 
anti-Semitic posters and =  an- 
nouncements is especially revolt- 
ing, and should not have been 
included. It is most definitely not 
good “public relations.” It is a 
pity that one of our many dupli- 
cating Jewish defense bodies was 
not vigilant in the matter.

I do not know when I have been 
so drawn to frontier people. I am 
convinced that here is where the 
Jews from Europe ought to come. 
I know from talking to these peo- 
ple that this is where they want 
to come. I came away feeling 
more and more impatient with 
Arabic arguments. Even a naive 
person can see the Arabs are do- 
ing better there than anywhere 
else in the Middle East. The anti- 
Jewish boycott is not effective in 
Palestine. They had founded in- 
dustries which will keep going. 
They are doing research which 
will add a great deal to the fu- 
ture.” 

He described his visit to some 
of the industries and the remark- 
able achievements which had 
been reached there. “In Haifa I 
went to the Vulcan Iron Foundry 
which had been a deserted bulid- 
ing for five years before the war 
began. These people restored it. 
Had it not been for that iron 
foundry Great Britain would have 
had a much harder time and the 
war might not have been won. 
The men who were sweeping the 
floor, doing the semi-skilled jobs 
and unskilled jobs were all Jews. 
The glass factory, the ceramics 
factory, the rubber factory were 
all the same way. From all over 
the world skilled technicians and 
workers have been assembled in 
Palestine. They have helped to 
build a fine country, the greatest 
of the Middle East.—Ralph Mc- 
Gill, editor of the Atlanta Con- 
stitution.

FEW weeks ago our local community was treated to a sym.

interpretation in order to maintain harmony, and preserve the com- 
mon ground without which continuance of the symposium would 
have been impossible. 

Yet the thoughtful auditor might have discerned that there was 
genuine conflict based on difference of philosophy and attitude to 
Jewish life, and not merely on degree. 

One of the first questions that arose, of course, was how to de. 
termine what constituted an effective program of Jewish education. 
What criteria must be accepted in appraising effectiveness? What 
was the purpose of Jewish education? 

These questions may sound elementary, but after agreement that 
the desideratum was “Jewish survival,” a difference of opinion deve}- 
oped on what constituted “survival.” Quotations from Webster and 
from Jewish lore were of no avail in promoting agreement. 

* * * 


IT WAS NOT UNTIL several days after the symposium that I 
found an aptly worded paragraph which, had it been introduced in 
the discussion, might have yielded more fruitful results. I was the 
unhappy moderator that night, and hence my interest in the subject 
was an immediate one. 

In passing, be it noted that not all the words of wisdom are to 
be founded in today’s newspapers or the latest magazines. Because 
periodicals are dated, the public often falls into the mistake of be- 
lieving that all their contents are likewise obsolete. I have long 
enjoyed browsing through back copies of magazines, and it was on 
such an excursion, in the January 25, 1929, issue of the S.A.J. Re- 
view that I ran across the paragraph referred to, written by Judith 
Kaplan, now Mrs. Ira Eisenstein. 

“Dr. Benderly, of the Bureau of Jewish Education, New York, 
has said that ‘the aim of elementary Jewish education is to create 
a prejudice in the child in favor of things Jewish.’ If we accept that 
statement we grant immediately that Jewish education should not 
concern itself entirely with the intellectuaal processes of the child. 
A ‘prejudice’ in favor of things Jewish is a cultivated taste, a love, 
for things Jewish. It consists in appreciation of Jewish values, and 
rich emotional response to them.”

IS IT NOT POSSIBLE that this chance paragraph may sum 
up and explain many of the problems and phenomena of contem- 
porary Jewish education? When we concentrate on teaching our 
children the facts of Jewish life, cramming dates and history 
and language down their throats, in an exclusively intellec- 
tual process, we are not creating that attitude, that prejudice, about 
which Dr. Benderly spoke. And when the child reaches the age of 
discretion, he chooses to discontinue his Jewish learning, for he has 
never cultivated the taste or the love. 

Some surprise has been expressed at the considerable degree of 
success met with by the Lubavitcher schools. Can the answer be 
that the appeal is made, via ritual and ceremony, to the emotional 
side of the child, calling forth what Judith Kaplan in 1929 termed 
“an aesthetic response?” 

Can the remarkable success of the summer camp as an educa- 
tional medium be explained in the same term? 

If children continue to report that they don’t like Hebrew School, 
and attend only because of parental compulsion, the schools are 
obviously failing in their mission of creating partisans of Judaism, 
If, on the other hand, they were to concentrate more on winning 
the love and respect of the children for Jewish life and values, it 
would follow inevitably that a desire to know about Jewish life 
would ensue. We seem to reverse the process. The early and forma- 
tive years of a child’s Jewish education are now devoted to mastery 
of the Hebrew language and Jewish history—language and history, 
both “intellectual” subjects. Then, when the child grows into an 
adolescent we are confronted with the problem of winning his sym- 
pathy and support for things Jewish. By that time, however, preju- 
dices and habits of thinking have already been formed.

WHAT WOULD BE the result if, until the age of ten or twelve, 
let us say, the Jewish school were to devote its efforts to winning the 
child himself—through song and dance, through the drama of ritual 
and ceremony, through play experiences, so that Judaism and Jew- 
ish life would forevermore be associated in the mind of the child 
and the man with the positive, the pleasant, the desirable, the per- 
sonal? Would it not follow that with the prejudice or mental set thus 
fixed, the adolescent and the adult would be prepared to study and 
apply himself to Jewish life and learning, not as an unpleasant duty, 
but as a necessary and natural result of his Jewishness? 

I may over-simplify the difficulties, and exaggerate the end re- 
sults, but the general direction which Jewish education should take 
seems clear enough.

Yet it should be pointed 
out that a textbook in 
use in parochial schools 
holds the Jews respon- 
sible even to this day. iets 
Seemingly these 833 children repudiate 
teaching. F 

Even before Msgr. Ryan had made public 
the gratifying figures indicating broadminded 
children, the venerable Alfred M. Cohen, former 
president fo the National B’nai B’rith, had been 
distressed on account of this text book entitled 
“Bible History” by the Right Reverend Richard 
Gilmour, D.D., “for the use of the Catholic 
schools in the United States. 

His Holiness, the late Pope Leo XIII had 
given it his blessing on the fly-leaf: “We give 
our Apostolic Benediction to them (the publish- 
ers) and to their labors that these may always 
tend to the good of religion.” 

Its first copyright was given in 1881 and, 
most recently, in 1936. It is still in use in the 
parochial schools as the well-used dog-eared 
copy in Mr. Cohen’s hands indicated. It is on 
sale in the stores of the publishers, Benziger 
Bros. of New York, Boston, Cincinnati, Chicago, 
San Francisco.

MR. COHEN isn’t one to quarrel with the 
New Testament report of the crucifixion as 
repeated in this textbook. Of course, he resents 
the weakling Roman procurator, Pontius Pilate, 
putting his own responsibility on the Jews but 
the New Testament story is deep in Christian 
tradtion and there’s practically nothing to do 
about that. What hurt Mr. Cohen was the text- 
book’s comment on the trial and condemnation 
of Jesus: It says:

Their text- 
book told them to believe it but they said No. 

Indeed, throughout the book they are haunted 
by accusations of the universal guilt of the 
Jews. 

In the story of Cain and Abel: “The mur- 
dered Abel is a figure of Jesus Christ while Cain 
is a figure of the traitor Judas and the Jewish 
people who put our Saviour to death.” 

In the story of the 40 years’ wandering in 
the desert: “As punishment for their sin in 
having rejected Him (Jesus), they are today 
wanderers on the earth and will be to the end of 
time.” 

In the story of Saul the King: “Saul was 
a figure of the Jewish church. Saul persecuted 
David; so did the Jews persecute Jesus Christ. 

In the story of Stephen the Deacon, first 
of the martyrs: “The Jews have a dreadful 
account to give to God.” 

In a chapter entitled “The Persecutions of the 
Church—the Jews”: “As the Jews had persecut- 
ed Christ, so they also persecuted His Apos- 
tles. .. . For a time God permitted these perse- 
cutions but in time their punishment came, first 
on the Jews, then upon the Romans... . Famine, 
then pestilence set in. ... Within one year, more 
than one million Jews died from pestilence 
or were killed by the Romans. The city (Je- 
rusalem) was taken, the temple burned, the 
people sold into slavery, and thus dispersed 
over the world as we now find them, without 
country or king. Truly the blood of Christ is 
upon them.”

IT IS AMAZING, indeed that of 877 children 
exposed to this teaching every day in school, 
in page after page, only about 44 were anti- 
Semitically infected. Yet it should trouble men 
of good will like Msgr .Ryan that the teaching 
goes on day after day. 

Msgr. Ryan doesn’t want the Jews today 
blamed for the crucifixion but since 1881 even 
to now this school book has told the children 
that the Jews will be blamed “to the end of 
time.” 

Sixty-five years have passed since the book 
went into circulation in the schools and if in 
all that time only one in 20 children has be- 
lieved what it taught them about the Jews 
there must be by now a tremendous number 
of people who believe it. 

Mr. Cohen could feel hopeful, though. Msgr. 
Ryan had suggested to his teachers that they 
do all they can to disabuse children’s minds of 
a blame that embraces all the Jews in common 
guilt.

FRANKFURT—Singing Palestinian 
and waving blue and white flags, 661 
children from various camps in the American, 
British and French zones left here for France 
this week on the first leg of their journey to 


Palestine. 


As the children lineup in military formation

The children from 
the British camps sang: “It’s a Long Way to 
Palestine, parodying the famous British 
soldier song of World War I.

Bring the water to a boil and add lemon juice, grated lemon 
rind, salt and ginger. Stir well and remove from heat. Stir in the 
Matzo meal and schmaltz until the batter is smooth. Let cool in a 
bowl. Beat egg yolks with sugar until creamy and stir into the cold 
batter. Fold in stiffly beaten eggwhites. More lemon juice may be 
added if the dough is too stiff. Likewise if the dough is not ‘stiff 
enough to mold in the palm of your hand, stir in a little more Matzo 
cake flour. Grease the palm of the left hand and mold the mixture 
into inch-thick flat cakes the size of cupped palm. Make a slight 
depression in the center of each cake and place a he aping spoonful 
cf the prepared filling. Bring the edges together and pat flat into a 
filled round or oval cake. When all the cakes are filled and formed, 
arrange them in a well greased baking pan and bake at 425° F until 
nicely browned, about 25 minutes. Serve hot with a spoonful of 
honey poured over the top and sprinkle with nuts if desired. Or, 
serve plain with a dusting of sugar. 


Variation: Fry the Chremzlach in deep fat until browned on both 
sides. Drain well after frying. Arrange in layers ina 
deep casserole and cover with honey, allowing a tea- 
spoonful per cake. Heat in the oven before serving. 

Passover Egg Noodles 
4 eggs ¥g teaspoon salt 


! tablespoons cold water 1 tablespoon Matzo cake flour 

Beat eggs slightly, adding water, salt and meal to make a thin 
vatter. Beat well until smooth. Pour on a heated, greased frying 
pan, starting at the center in a thin stream and tilting the pan until 
the whole bottom is covered with a thin layer. Cook over moderate 
heat until lightly browned on under side. Watch carefully to prevent 
scorching. Turn out, bottomside up, on a tea towel and let cool 
while frying the next one. Roll up and cut with a sharp knife into 
ery thin noodles. Drop into boiling hot clear soup just before serv- 
ing. Sufficient for 6 to 8 servings. 


Baked Matzo Sandwiches 
1 whole Matzo for each sand- A dash of salt 
wich Filling as given below 
1 egg 
Rake Matzo into halves or quarters. Cover with coid water and 
let stand 5 to 6 minutes. Drain well then press out as much water 
as possible. Beat egg and add salt. Dip each section of soaked Matzo 
lightly in the beaten egg as needed. Place one piece on a well greased 
batsing pan or cookie sheet, cover with filling and top with the other 
dipped Matzo section, Dot each sandwich with a little schmaltz, or 
butter for cheese sandwiches, and bake 25 to 30 minutes at 350° F 
or until nicely browned on top. 


Fillings: Sweet Sandwiches 
1 large apple, shredded Chopped almonds, walnuts or 
1 tablespoon sugar or 1 tea- raisins or a mixture of all 
spoon honey three 
Mix nuts with honey and spread over lower section of sandwich. 
Arrange shredded apple over that and top with the other section 
of sandwich. Press together lightly before baking. 


Cheese Sandwiches 
1 scant cup pot cheese A dash of cinnamon

Blend all ingredients together with a fork or spoon and spread 
evenly between two Matzo sections. Press together lightly and bake 
until nicely browned on top. 
Chopped Chicken Breast, Chepped Meat or Chopped Liver 
May be used as fillings by combining with beaten egg, chopped 
Goose Grieben, a dash of salt and pepper and a little grated onion. 
1 cupful of chopped filling will be needed per Matzo. Bake until 
nicely browned and serve hot or cold. 


Banana Pudding 


2 apples 3 eggs 
2 bananas % cup Matzo meal 
2 tablespoons lemon juice Dash of salt 


% cup sugar Cinnamon or nutmeg to taste 

Shred unpeeled apples and combine with lemon juice, sugar, 
salt and Matzo meal. Beat egg yolks light and creamy and fold in. 
Turn into a well greased casserole or pudding dish. Arrange sliced 
bananas to cover the top evenly and sprinkle with a little lemon 
juice. Bake at 325° F till set. Top with stiffly beaten egg whites to 
which a little sugar has been.added and return to oven.

Follies. 

Snooks was discovered by 

’chance. About twenty-five years 

ago, Fanny originated her at a 

party purely for the entertain- 

ment of her friends. Soon Baby 

Snooks appeared professionally 

on the Broadway stage, first in 

a skit authored by Moss Hart 

and later, in its present format, 

by the late and brilliant writer, 

Dave Freedman. Several years 

later, Snooks made her big show 

in the Ziegfeld Follies. It was 
not until the “Good News of 

1938” radio program that the 

spoiled moppet really came to 

life for the majority of Ameri- 
cans. They adopted her as 
their own. 

Fanny did likewise. The crea- 
tor looked into her creation’s fu- 
ture. There were things Snooks 
must never do and never say. A 
precocious and often naughty 
child—yes but never in bad 
taste, and never wandering too 
far from reality. Thanks to Fan- 
ny’s own children and her con- 
Stant study of friends’ young 
sters, she knew what was real. 
Memories of her own childhood 
were not helpful. She grew up 
with the swiftness of most East 
Side New York kids in those days. 

That fact, one of the strang- 
est paradoxes, is not unusual 
when you know Fanny Brice. 
She did know what she’d 
missed out, but there were 
plenty of children in the world 
to watch. She knew what she 
wanted, and she set out, meth- 
odically and _ persistently, to 
make Snooks the country’s de- 
lightful juvenile radio treat. 
Today Snooks is second nature 
to Fanny. She kriows instinct- 
ively what the little character 
Should say and do and think; 
how she should react and how 
She should be treated. All this 
is invaluable to her script writ- 
ers. 

Fanny Brice intoned her first 
drooling, coy, insinuating “DAa- 
dy’’ on New York’s lower East 
Side, in the shadow of the city’s 
tenement district. As a child, Fan- 
ny found school much less inter- 
esting than her friends. Of a 
summer evening, Forsyth Street 
was invariably enlivened by the 
singing and dancing of the gawky 
Brice kid. 

An audience at Keeney’s The- 
atre in Brooklyn witnessed the 
professional debut of this star 
—at an amateur night. Filled 
with misgivings, 12-year-old 
Fanny tremulously rendered 
“When You Know You're Not 
Forgotten By the Girl You 
Can’t Forget” to enthusiastic 
applause, accompanied by a 
shower of pennies, nickels and 
dimes. This reception marked 
the end of Fanny’s schooling 
and the beginning of a stum-

parlour on East 83rd St. where, 
20 times daily and to the aecom- 
paniment of illustrated songs 
shown on the screen, she led the 
patrons in song, pinch-hitting at 
the same time as _ ticket-seller, 
cashier and accompanist. She 
worked from 11 a. m. to 11 p. m. 
for eight dollars a week, gather- 
ing experience for the Big Time. 


Fanny’s next stage venture 
was neither successful nor long- 
lived. On hearing that Cohan 
and Harris were casting a re- 
vue, she applied as a singer and 
hoofer. The fact that she didn’t 
know chorus routines, though 
not of great importance to 
dauntless Fanny, was only too 
clear to Messrs. Cohan and Har- 
ris who fired her with dispatch. 
Fanny bounced back in a road 

company burlesque which, though 
not epic-making in the history of 
the theatrical world, gave her 
many months of rich experience 
in trouping. By the time the show 
reached New York, Fanny had 
changed her name to Brice (her 
real name is Borasch), mastered 
dancing and had advanced from 


hoofer in the last row of the 
chorus to the soubrette of the 
show. 

A call for specialty singers 


by producer Max Spiegal for 
his show, “College Girls,” was 
answered by Fanny, armed with 
two numbers’ written and 
taught her by her friend and 
admirer, Irving Berlin. So 
pleased was Speigal by Fanny’s 
ability that he signed her to a 
10-year contract. If Fanny’s 
mother had been able to write 
and if Fanny had been over 21, 
this contract might have proved 
a stumbling-block to her future 
career. For, it was in this show, 
at the famous old Columbia 
Burlesque Theater in Manhat- 
tan, that Florenz Ziegfeld 
caught her act and offered her 
seventy dollars a week to ap- 
pear in his famous “Follieseof 
1910. Since the Speigal contract 
was not binding, Fanny, at the 
age of seventeen, became a 
Ziegfeld Girl. 
In the next few years, Fanny 
played in more musicals and 
vaudeville. It was in between 
Ziegfeld shows that Baby Snoks, 
Fanny’s brain-child, was born. 
Fanny was at an after-the-show 
party. where, inescapably, she 
found herself amusing the gather- 
ing with parodies on “Poor Paul- 
ine’—a song popular at the time. 
Her final encore, an impromptu 
characterization done in the style 
of a small child named Babykins, 
was an instantaneous hit. It was 
temporarily overshadowed, how- 
ever, for Fanny was to add yet 
another facet to her many-sided 
achievements with her rendition 
of “My Man” in an early Ziegfeld 
Follies. Here, she _ established 
herself as a darling of Broadway, 
remaining in the Follies for the 
next fourteen years and co-star- 
ring with such personalities as 
Eddie Cantor, W. C. Fields, the 
late Will Rogers and other his- 
toric names of that glittering the- 
atrical era. 


In 1925, Fanny went dramat- 
ic for David Belasco, but short- 
ly returned to comedy, where 
she could mimic to her heart’s 
content. She made several Hol- 
lywood films (you can see her 
in MGM’s current technicolor 
extravaganza, “The Ziegfeld 
Follies”) but preferred the 
Stage and kept returning to the 
boards until the radio bug hit

Fanny’s talent for interior 
decoration began many years 
ago in New York, but it wasn’t 
until she bought her beautiful 
Beverly Hills home that her 
interest became practically pro- 
fessional. She has decorated 
houses for Eddie Cantor, Ira 
Gershwin, Elsa Maxwell, and, 
most recently, Dinah Shore. One 
of the best places to find Fanny 
on an idle day is at Rennick’s 
on the famed Sunset Strip in 
Hollywood, where she is cur- 
rently selecting items for the 
new home of her daughter, 
Frances Brice Stark. 


Clothes designing and dress- 
making is an oldtime art with 
her. As a child she spent more 
time at a neighbor’s who would 
let her sew than she did at her 
home. Later, she found that her 
ability with the needle was a 
priceless charm with chorus girls 
at the theatres where she was 
making her first bid for fame. 
In exchange for exquisitely hand- 
made blouses, they would teach 
Fanny dance steps, advancing her 
to the head of the chorus line, 
where eventually, Ziegfeld spotted 
her. 

For twelve years, during her 
Broadway stardom, she was co- 
owner of the Lottie & Brice 
dressmaking establishment of 
New York. She had to leave it, 
of course, when she was on the 
“road.” Now, however, she 
spends as much time as she 
likes designing and cutting and 
fitting. This particular talent 
comes in handy these days in 
remaking old, but good dresses 
to the current fashion.

THE LIVES OF FAMOUS FOLK 





Lauren Bacal was graduated 
from a New York high school 
at the age of 15, 495th out of a 
class of 884, and the school year 
book printed this ditty beside 
her picture: “Popular ways that 
win, May your dreams of be- 
coming an actress overflow the 
brim.” At this moment, the 
brim would seem to be over- 
flowing. 

The 21-year-old ex-New York 
model, dubbed “The Look” by 
publicity agents, has acquired 
a movie reputation of sensa- 
tional proportions and a hus- 
band — Actor Humphrey Bo- 
gart, her first leading man, in 
less than 18 months since her 
picture on the cover of a lead- 
ing fashion magazine caught 
the interest of Mrs. Howard 
Hawks, wife of the producer. 
Hawks brought her to Holly: 
wood, presented her to the 
movie-going public as a sultry- 
voiced, sensuous “tough” girl in 
“To Have and Have Not,” and 
Bacall was a national byword. 


Her meteoric success was 
something of an accident—she 
is neither a raving beauty nor 
a great actress, but she has al- 
ways had the persistent kind of 
determination that usually gets 
what its owners want. 


Bacall was born Betty Joan 
Perske in the Bronx, New York, 
on Sept. 16, 1924. Her father 
was Alsatian and her mother 


of Rumanian parentage. After 
her parents were divorced, her 
mother took a secretarial job 
and “Betty,” as she was known 
then, was sent to boarding 
school. In high school, where 
she is remembered as a chronic 
truant and classroom cut-up, 
her mother encouraged her to 
model girls’ clothes for depart- 
ment store advertisements, 
such as the one above taken 
when she was 14. Mrs. Bacall 
also sent Betty to a Saturday 
morning dramatics class while 
she was in high school and afi- 
er graduation enrolled her in 
the American Academy of Dra- 
matic Arts. 


After a year she decided to 
try Broadway, but only ap- 
peared in one _ insignificant 
part. So, in order to eat, she 
turned back to modeling, was 
averaging $300 a week when 
she left for Hollywood. Bacall’s 
second picture, also with Bo- 
gart, has not yet been released. 
In 1937, when the 13-year-old 
“Betty” saw a Bogart picture, 


she told a schoolmate: “I’m 
crazy about that man.”

ROM behind a hosiery counter on Fort Hamilton Parkway in 

Brooklyn came a meek man with a bland smile and an easy- 
going manner. This personality with a sweet disposition emerged 
from the little business and into the roughest, toughest in the land 
—the boxing industry. 

Any normal human wouldn’t have accepted thirty cents 
for his chances of clicking in the rough and tumble struggle 
of fight circles, but the truth is he’s on top. 

Why? He manages the atomic puncher from the East Side— 
Rocky Graziano. Rocky, known as the SOCK, is box-office’ plus 
in invigorating personality. He has been guided to this exalted 
position in pugilism by this ex-hosiery salesman, the little man 
with the bland smile and the disposition of a bright June day. His 
name’s Irving Cohen. 

It all started ten years ago when Mrs. Cohen suggested to 
her husband that his mid-section was expanding. She suggested 
a bi-weekly visit to the Bensonhurst Jewish Center. 

Like the obliging husband he is, Irving went religiously and 
it was not long before he was in the ring, boxing with the young- 
sters. One of them was an amateur ringman of note — Marty 
Pomerantz. 

At first, Cohen remained on the sidelines and waited for 
the kid to display his wares. For months, he watched without- 
saying a word because, after all, Irving Cohen, is fundamentally __ 
a shy man, One day, he broke his silence. 

“Marty, you’re a good fighter, but not as good as you think.” 
The boxer looked at the meek Cohen and was about to explode 
when the little fellow suggested a brief boxing session. What hap- 
pened in that ring, today is legendary, but Marty Pomerantz 
emerged a classier fighter. At last, he was using his muscle and 
brawn and brain. 

Pomerantz then accepted a partnership with Cohen and 
together the two went places, The fighter became a champion 
and told everyone it was Cohen’s mental agility which was re- 
sponsible for his astounding improvement. 

Mrs. Cohen regretted having advised her spouse to go to the 
gym. He spent less and less time in the store. After all, he wasn’t 
making a living from an amateur fighter. She reasoned with her 
husband and he agreed to forget about the whole matter. 

That afternoon, he called Pomerantz aside and spoke to 
him with sweetness and light. “Marty—you’re a good fighter 
and here’s where our partnership ends. You’re becoming a pro 
and I’m going back to the hosiery counter.” He extended his 
hand, but the fighter refused to shake it. “Nothing doing. I’m 
with you, Irving. If you’re not my manager, then forget about 
it. I'l quit, too. That’s how it stands.” 

Cohen reasoned and reasoned with the youngster without shak- 
ing his original resolve. Finally, Irving agreed to handle him for a 
short time. And then—the hosiery store saw less and less of its 
proprietor. He was now in the reception rooms of fight promoters, 
asking for bouts for Pomerantz. 

At first—the promoters regarded Cohen with a mixture of 
humor and tolerance. “Nice little guy,” they would say, “he’s 
in the wrong business.” 

In Brooklyn, the hosiery store was slowly striking the rocks 
with the master dashing around the fight business. By this time, 
Cohen no longer cared what happened to his little establishment. 
He was having too much fun as a fight manager. 

Pomerantz was only the start, and Irving Cohen stayed in 
the boxing business. Today we know the answer. He’s one of 
the most successful men in the field. No one has ever said an 
unkind word about him. They just can’t criticize him. 

Actually, he’s the same bland, self-effacing little guy of the 
hosiery days. Only today he deals in socks and the stock of his 
number one fighter—Rocky Graziano—has hit the top of the market. 

Graziano is a two-fisted, growling, punchin’ fool with the air 
of an infuriated character. You can picture the two of them to- 
gether—Cohen, mild as a lamb, and Graziano, tigerish. 

Together they’ve cleaned up in the fight business. 

And these days when Cohen walks along the streets of 
Fort Hamilton Parkway, some old customer stops him and says, 
“Mr. Cohen, what ever happened to you? Do you know where 
I can get some nylons?” 

Irving just says—‘‘I’m not in that business anymore. 
in socks.” 
Brother, he ain’t kiddin’.

Who Rabbi Opher’s Letter Is Aimed At 


ABBI AHRON OPHER’S resignation as an 
official of the Synagogue Council of 
America centers the spotlight on a situation 
which is neither healthy nor conducive to 
wholesome growth on the part of the body from 
which he is resigning. 

But in effect Rabbi Opher is not criticising 
so much the Synagogue Council as he is the 
national Jewish organizations, and he is not 
demanding an overhauling of the Synagogue 
Council so much as he is calling for a complete 
revolution in the American Jewish Community. 

In the chaos that is now the situation in 
regard to our national Jewish organizations, 
none is going to be willing to give up any of 
its prerogatives as long as no complete over- 
hauling is in view. 

If perchance a figure large enough were to 
loom on the American Jewish scene who could 
bring the national agencies together so that 
some order could be worked out and the pres- 
ent duplication, competition and waste elim- 
inated in favor of an overall plan which would 
assign duties to those agencies best fitted to 
carry them out, the various national organiza- 
tions, if they had faith in the plan, might be 
willing to yield their vested interests in favor 
of the well-being of the majority. 

But the B’nai B’rith is not going to sacrifice 
any part of its Anti-Defamation League as long 
as it is afraid of the encroachments of the 
American Jewish Committee and the American 
Jewish Congress in this direction; nor will it 
give up its Hillel work, which is specifically a 
religious activity, as long as Hillel provides 


so much good publicity for the organizatj, 
and as long as competition is so bitter among 
our national Jewish organizations. 

But all of these things will gradually Work 
themselves out and it is voices like that of 
Rabbi Opher which will hasten the procegg 
and bring some order out of the disgusting 
mess. The ADL today is not the supreme oy. 
ganization it was five or ten years ago, and ip 
another ten years will be just that much mor 
responsive to the will of the American Jey, 
ish Community. 

How it will happen that the vice the layman 
has on our national Jewish life will be looseneg 
at least in the religious field, is more difficuy} 
to predict, except that the rising voices of men 
like Rabbi Eisendrath and Rabbi Opher, just 
to mention two, will slowly wrench from the 
usually Jewish-ignorant laymen control over 
projects which definitely belong in the purview 
of the synagogue. 

What is lacking most in the American Jey. 
ish community today is an organ through 
which Jewish public opinion can be welded, 
As it is, Rabbi Opher’s letter of resignation, 
which should be read by every Jew in the 
United States, will be printed in full very likely 
only in one place—in this paper. 

The two things will come about at once. The 
emergence of a national Jewish publication, 
completely independent and with allegiance 
only to the whole and not to any part, and the 
beginning of a submergence of the interest of 
national Jewish organizations before the well. 
being of the American Jewish community. 


Wiping Out The Cliquishness Of The Young 


ECENTLY there was organized in India- 
napolis a youth group whose purpose 
was to overcome the cliquishness among the 


. younger people in the community. Not only 


was Indianapolis divided by a North (rich) 
side and South (poor) side dichotomy, but in 
addition the young people of the congregations 
on either sides usually did not associate with 
the young people of other congregations in 
their same area. 

As one of its first activities the new group 
has arranged a “Youth Service” at the India- 
napolis Hebrew Congregation (Reform) at 
which participants representing all but one 
of the seven congregations in the community 
are participating in a panel Discussion on, 
“How to Create Better Understanding Among 


the Jewish Youth of Indianapolis.” 

Almost all of the activities of the Jewish 
group tend to wipe away the differences which 
exist between Reform, Conservative and Ortho. 
dox in our local communities, but this new 
agency seems to be speeding up the process 
which normally might require at least two 
or more generations to effect. There are still 
many Orthodox Jews who will not enter a Re. 
form Temple, and there are still many chil. 
dren of Orthodox Jews who scorn the Reform 
service as much as they do a Christian service, 
These attitudes are unwarranted and would 
disappear in time, but the new group will serve 
to wipe them away in a spirit of cordiality and 
friendliness which will augur well for the fu 
ture unity of the local community.

NNOUNCEMENT of the production of an 
“exclusive” film record of the by now al- 
most forgotten release of the 900 some odd 
refugees from the Oswego Camp at Fort On- 
tario is hailed in a news release of the Na- 
tional Refugee Service, which has done a very 
creditable job, and which is still straining to 
make itself useful in the American Jewish 
Community.

But the objection is to the enormous pains 
taken by the agency and its publicity depart: 
ment to impress on the Jews of the country 
the “great” job the agency is doing, and how 
remarkable has been its kind offices in the 
emergency facing the Jews of the world. 

The NRS requires a million or more or 
less dollasr to operate, and although this seems 
like a large budget in view of the fact that the 
agency has not had much work in the past 
few years, there would be very little objection 
to allocating that amount to it as long as the 
need actually existed. 

But the type of publicity the agency is 
putting out tends to lead people to believe that 
there is no need and that the only need is for 
the perpetuation of the NRS in order that 
somebody can have a job and somebody else 
be a president and so on.

Proper Respect for Flag, Prayers Explained 
by Dr. Asher Isaacs in The American Jewish 
Outlook of Pittsburgh—-We have just finished 
looking over some photographs of Jewish ban- 
quet scenes. Several were snapped during the 
moment of invocation by a rabbi. Now entirely 
aside from the question as to whether an in- 
vocation is the time for taking a picture, there 
is a disturbing fact that a number of ban- 
queters have their heads bowed. This is not a 
Jewish practice. The Jew holds his head aloft 
during prayer, not in the spirit 6f arrogance 
or lack of humility but because he raises his 
eyes unto the mountains whence his help com- 
eth; because he prays to his Father in Heaven. 


There is a similar mistake made in regard 


to uncovering the head to show reverence. 
We attended a banquet recently in an orthtdox 
synagogue and it was surprising to see how 


many men removed their “skull caps” (yarmel- 
keys) when the Star Spangled Banner was 
being sung. The orthodox Jew shows his rev 
erence by keeping his head covered. Certainly 
the man who covers his head while he recites 
the Shema and other prayers intends no dis- 
tesy in keeping his head covered on other 0¢ 
casions. He, of course, does not show discour- 
tesy by uncovering his head. Members of our 
armed forces do not remove their hats in 
honoring our national anthem. As a matter of 
practical policy, the hat should be removed 
where a general audience is assembled be 


cause it is not easy to explain the covered head. 
But in an all-Jewish audience in an orthodox 
gathering or synagogue, the covered head pays 
the fullest tribute to the American flag and 
the anthem. 
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SUGGESTS OTHER REASONS BE FOUND 
THAN DOUBTING ONE'S PATRIOTISM

In Al Segal’s column of your 
issue of Friday, April 5, in which 
he speaks on Jewish Veterans, 
appears this quotation by the col- 
umnist from a letter addressed to 
him by a Mr. Harold Hirschberg: 
‘If a Jewish veterans’ organiza- 


tion, why not a Catholic, Protest- 
ant, or atheist veterans’ organiza- 


tion .. .” Mr. Segal himself de- 
clares later on: “Certainly there 
is no special Jewish problem in 
the affairs of veterans. No more 
than there is a Catholic problem, 
a Protestant problem, or what 
have you in that kind of prob- 
lem.” 

For your own information, and 
you may draw whatever conclu- 
sions you wish, I am enclosing a 
clipping from the local Richmond 
News Leader, of Wednesday 
April 10, 1946, showing a scene 
during which a Catholic War Vet- 
erans group received its charter. 
Under the picture are these 
words: “NEW POST GETS 
CHARTER—The first local post 
of the Catholic War Veterans re- 
ceived its charter from the na- 
tional organization at McGill 
Hall last night. The new post 
was organized last month and 
has more than 100 members. Left 
to right in front row are Mon- 
signor Leo J. Ryan; F. J. Roy, na- 
tional vice-commander;. I. Wall- 
meyer, acting commander of the 
new Post 569, receiving the char- 
ters from National Commander 
E. T. McCaffrey, and Morgan 
Strother, State commander of the 
American Legion, a guest at the 
ceremonies.” 


Apparently then there are na- 
tional and local Catholic vet- 
trans groups. The American Le- 
gion, so it would seem, does not 
hesitate to give them its own 
blessing. I would also commend 

- in this connection ... your 
own editorial in the same issue 
indicating wherein a Jewish Vet- 
efans’ organization is not only 
undeserving of the sniping which 
has been aimed at it lately, but 


can serve definite positive pur- 
poses. 

I should like to add another ob- 
servation. Surrounding such vital 
Jewish issues as all-day parochial 
schools, Zionism, and Jewish vet- 
erans groups, there are many un- 


derstandable, legitimate pros and. 


cons. But it would well behoove 
all those who oppose any partic- 
uler practice or institution in 
American Jewish life to beware 
of the nature of the reasons they 
adduce for their own view-points. 
To attack any or all of the above 
mentioned issues on the ground 
that their proponents are not ex- 
actly good or loyal Americans, or 
unappreciative of American con- 
cepts and institutions, is to be 
guilty of nothing less than slan- 
der. 


Mr. Segal, whose salty criti- 
cisms and obsedvations do often 
possess much merit, is to my 
mind guilty in this respect, 
whether or not he realizes it. He 
is typical of the too-many more- 
American-than-the-President Jews 
who feel called upon to remind 
their fellow-Jews that, after all, 
this is America and “we don’t 
want and ghettos now whether in 
the physical or the spiritual or 
civic meaning.” In such com- 
ments of Mr. Segal as: “Jews be- 
long with all other American cit- 
izens wherever it is the duty of 
Americans to be... Jews insist 
on doing their part with all 
other Americans in the work of 
Americans” ,..“As Americans we 
have no problems separate from 
the commonality of Americans,” 
there is ill-concealed expression 
of suspicion that maybe there is 
something lacking in American 
Jews, namely, good old-fashioned 
American patriotism. Just tell 
that to the Jewish chaplains and 
the many boys of the Jewish 
faith who have returned from 
Okinawa, who have no problem 
at all in “squaring” their love of 
country with membership in a 
Jewish Veterans organization! 


If there is to be opposition, 
wholesome and helpful, to any 
specific proposal or project in the 
American Jewish scene, by all 
means let’s have it. But, by all 
means, let criticism be on the 
highest level. I myself can think 
of reasons for opposing this or 
that, but I’d rather leave out any 
intimation that my opponent is 
not as good, or, as understanding 
an American as I am! And, by 
the way, since when is it “kosh- 
er” for Christians to do things, 
and not for Jews? Would we dare 
impugn the Americanism of the 
countless’ institutions, schools, 
colleges, organizations and soci- 
eties that are sponsored by Chris- 
tian denominational agencies?

SIMON MILLER CORRECTS ERROR 
IN EDITORIAL ON SHEKEL DRIVE 


Editor, The Jewish Post, 

I was really surprised reading 
your editorial in the last issue of 
The Post about the Shekel cam- 
paign. 


First of all, permit me to state 
that a Shekel purchaser does not 
buy a vote for the delegates to 
the Zionist Congress, but buys 
only the right to vote on the elec- 
tion day some time in June, 
when a secret ballot will be cast. 
Each Shekel purchaser is entitled 
to participate in the election and 
to cast his ballot for whom he 
feels like, disregarding from 
whom and from which group his 
Shekel was bought. Therefore a 
Shekel bought from the Labor 
Zionists does not mean a vote for 
the Histadrut nor does a Shekel 
bought from the religious Zion- 
ists mean a vote for the Miz- 
rachi. Not at all. Because, if the 
the Shekel would already deter- 
mine also the vote for the delega- 
tions of the particular groups, 
then the whole procedure of a 
secret and proportional election 
thereafter would be meaningless 
and a waste of time. 


The truth of the matter is that 
the Shekel board is constituted of 
representatives of all the groups 
in Zionism. The race among the 
groups in the sale of Shekolim 
is not to gain votes, but to build 
more prestige, to bring in under 
the wings of Zionism at large as 
many followers and sympathiz- 
ers as possible. The party or the 
group may also benefit from 
more Shekolim sales by the pro- 
portional determination of the 
entitled amount of candidates. 
But all the parties, working to- 
gether under one Shekel board

are all under the same privileges 
and obligations. 

Furthermore, each group op- 
erates among certain Jewish peo- 
ple. If the Laborites can ap- 
proach the unions and lodges, the 
religious Zionists are more quali- 
fied fo reach the “Shul” and Tal- 
mud Torah circles, then the Gen- 
eral Zionists may concentrate 
their efforts on clubs and _ busi- 
ness circles. 


The best proof that the pur- 
chase of a Shekel does not mean 
ideological affiliation is that Ha- 
dassah sells Shelokim also to 
men, disregarding the fact that 
Hadassah is exclusively a female 
organization. We should also not 
forget that Shekolim can not be 
sold to members of any Zionist 
group, because all membership 
dues include also the Shekel. 


Therefore a Shekel shall be 
bought from anyone who comes 
first, disregarding the-° seller’s 
ideology; and the vote thereafter 
shall be cast for the group or 
party with whom your’ sym- 
pathies lie. The Shekel sale will 
prove how many American Jews 
are in sympathy with Zionism at 
large. The election therefore will 
prove who is who among the 
Zionist parties and which of them 
is the one to dominate the Jewish 
public opinion and which has the 
greaest amount of ideological fol- 
lowers and sympathizers.

HE privilege of addressing economic and social problems, sincere and honest persons, re- 


the Commonwealth Club is 
one which I highly esteem. Near- 
ly thirteen years have passed 
since I spoke to you on a subject 
quite similar to our theme today; 
and in the intervening time the 
face of the entire planet has been 
changed. A new era has made its 
appearance and the pattern of 
human destiny has been _ pro- 
foundly altered. Thirten years 
ago I had just returned from a 
visit to Hitler’s Germany and a 
number of contigious countries 
which he was subsequently to 
overrun and dominate. In my re- 
port to you on that occasion, I 
pointed out that his assault upon 
the Jews, while fraught with 
tragedy and disaster for my cw- 
religionists, carried ominous im- 
plications for all of Western civ- 
ilization. I reminded you of the 
classic axiom that the status of 
the Jew in any society constitut- 
ed a reliable barometer, indicat- 
ing the degree of enlightenment, 
humanity and culture which pre- 
vailed, and that if the history of 
human affairs during the last 
2500 years contained any lesson 
or warning for our day, then 
what was happening to the Jews 
in Germany was much more than 
a cloud the size of a man’s hand, 
presaging the danger that threat- 
ened the world. 


It is a melancholy truism that 
hind-sight is cleare: than fore- 
sight. Standing today on the sum- 
mit of the vast and gruesome 
human wreckage and social de- 
bris of a war-exhausted civiliza- 
tion, and looking back over the 
crimson path we have traveled, 
it is perfectly obvious now that 
the Nazi assault upon the Jews 
was, as indeed we were then told, 
a lateral attack upon the whole 
system of democratic ideals and 
values. It was both a technique 
and a testing ground deliberate- 
ly employed with shrewd calcul- 
ation to ascertain the sensitivity 
of the conscience of mankind. 
The history. Had _ the 
moral conscience of the civilized

world refused then to counten- 
ance the deliberate and_= sys: 
tematic degradation and liquida- 
tion of an innocent community; 
based upon no more substantial 


grounds than racial and religious 
bigotry. the Nazi evil would have 
been crushed in its incipient 
stages, mankind would have been 
spared the agony of the most de- 
vastatin’ war in history, and mil- 
lions of hitman beings, as well as 
incaleulable material 
would have been saved from de- 
struction

IN A WORLD ours 
today, in which the cup of hu- 
man sorrow in so many lands is 
filled to overflowing, one 
tates to focus attention upon only 
one this planetary 
calamity. If I appear to do so to- 
day, I submit that it is only in 
deference to your invitation and 
request, a request prompted, | 
believe by the realization that 
the Jews were not only the first, 
but the chief victims of the Hit- 
ler madness. Fully one-third of 
the Jewish community that ex- 
isted in the world before the war 
has been destroyed. No other peo- 
ple or racial group or religious 
community has suffered anything 
like a comparable extermination. 
If there are, as Dante ir his Di- 
vine Comedy suggests, degrees of 
persecution and torture, the Jews 
of Europe have surely experi- 
enced the lowest depths. Nothing 
in our millenial history, replete 
as it is with sorrow and perse- 
cution and exile and suffering, 
can begin to parallel the harrow- 
ing events of: the last decade. 

Always in periods of world 
crisis and wide-spread social dis- 
location, when man’s ratioral 
faculties seemed powerless to 
deal intelligently with complex 


such as 


hes: 


segment of 


the Jew has been a convenient 
seape-goat and handy whipping- 
boy. This was true during the 
period of the Crusades; it was 
true during the ravages of the 
black-death over Europe. It was 
repeated during the Thirty Years 
War and the Napoleonic Wars 
and after the first World War; 
and in our day the demonstration 
reached proportions of unpar- 
alleled intensity and magnitude. 

It would be tempting, did time 
permit and were I possessed of 
sufficient competence, to analyze 
the reasons for this curious 
phenomenon. Anti-Semitism is a 
disease. It appears to be as wide- 
spread as cancer, and as little 
understood. As a matter of fact, 
our total knowledge of human 
nature, of the mysterious forces 
and impulses and drives which 
govern human beings, is frag- 
mentary, inadequate, contradic- 
tory and frequently erroneous. If 
we knew as much about what 
makes people tick, as we do 
about what makes a machine go, 
in all probability we would long 
since have had a world organ- 
ized for peace and a society from 
which every predatory motive 
had been eliminated. Some day 
perhaps psychology and the other 
social sciences will be developed 
to a point where the mysterious 
forces of human behaviour and 
personality will be as amenable 
to intelligent analysis and control 
as the physical forces of nature. 

But until that happens, the 
aberations of human behaviour 
will continue to baffle and be- 
devil us. This much we already 
know: that bigotry, prejudice, un- 
reasoning and blind hatred are 
the indispensable ingredients ot 
anti-Semitism. Moreover, there is 
not a society on earth in which 
the Jew does not constitute a 
minority. Any minority group 
anywhere is an easy target for 
discrimination. Nor is this purely 
a contemporary phenomenon. 
Since time immemorial, minority 
groups have been the victims of 
reactionary political and econ- 
omic opportunists, who sought to 
entrench themselves behind or 
climb to power over their pros- 
trate bodies. 

IN “THE FORTY DAYS OF 
MUSA DAGH,” Franz Werfel de- 
scribes the martyrdom of the lit- 
tle Armenian group, a_ small 
Christian island in a Moham- 
medan sea, oppressed and_ tor- 
tured, when the lean years 
brought general distress. At the 
beginning of the common era, a 
similar fate befell the early loyal 
Christians in a preponderantly 
pagan world. Tertullian, one of 
the Church fathers, described it 
thus: “If the Tiber rose to the 
walls of the city, if the inunda- 
tion of the Nile failed to give the 
fields enough water, if the heav- 
ens did not send rain, if an earth- 
quake occurred, if famine threat- 
ened, if pestilence raged, the cry 
responded: “Throw the Christians 
to the lions!’” How strikingly 
this classic formula was invoked 
against the Jews in modern Ger- 
many. 


Nor was the poison of anti- 
Semitic propaganda which bore 
the label “Made in Germany” 
confined to that land or the terri- 
tories whirh subsequently came 
under Axis domination. The ob- 
jective of the Nazis, unequivo- 
cally announced in Mein Kampf 
and reiterated again and again 
with hysterical frequency was 
the complete annihilation of 
world Jewry. That propaganda, 
systematically and painstakingly 
disseminated with Teutonic thor- 
oughness on a world-wide scale, 
still hangs like a heavy cloud 
over every land today. It is re- 
sponsible, not only for the vast 
and continuing tragedy of Jews 
in many lands, but has created 
confusion in the minds of many 


garding the true nature and 
status of the Jew. 

THE PERSISTENCE with 
which these artfully fabricated 
myths continue is both appaling 
and discouraging. I claim no com- 
petence whatever to discuss 
many of the economic, techno- 
logical, industrial or political 
problems which agitate modern 
society today. But, I do claim, as 
a Rabbi and teacher in Israel, 
some competence to talk intelli- 
gently about the Jews. They dit- 
fer among themselves as widely 
as do Catholics and Protestants 
and members of any other relig- 
ious communion. To speak of 
Jewish solidarity and Jewish un- 
ity is fantastic. It is an old, but 
constantly proved witticism in 
Jewish circles, that the only 
thing about which two Jews will 
agree is the amount that the 
third Jew, who has just left the 
room, should give to charity. 
They never act as a unit. They 
are divided along numerous econ- 
omic, social, political, religious 
and cultural grounds. 

Anyone who pretends to speak 
for all Jews, or any considerable 
portion of them, not only in mat- 
ters temporal but even in mat- 
ters ecclesiastical, is guilty of 
presumption. Any politician or 
rabbi .who claims the ability to 
deliver the so-called Jewish vote, 
is a charlatan. The Jewish vote 
is as great a myth as “The Eld- 
ers of Zion.” The Jewish people 
have no central organization or 
authority. Although there is a 
general acceptance among Jews 
of the fundamental principles 
and theological tenets of Juda- 
ism, the Jews are divided relig- 
iously—not quite as hopelessly or 
prolifically as the Protestants, 
but divided none the less. There 
are Orthodox and Conservative 
and Reform Jews, there are non- 
religious and agnostic and athe- 
istic Jews. The much-talked about 
typical Jew is a phantom. 

It is my business to deal with 
Jews and I have never, in ali 
my experiences, met, a_ typical 
Jew. There is no such thing as a 
Jewish type. Jews are blond and 
dark; they are tall and short; 
they are fat and lean. They are 
artisans and business men; they 
are professionals and_ intellect- 
uals; they are prominent and 
they are inconspicuous; they are 
articulate and they are quiet. 
They are rascals and they are 
saints. They are geniuses and 
they are morons. It is high time 
to launch a vigorous counter- 
offensive upon the _ intellectual 
rubbish that forms the anti-Sem- 
ite’s stock-in-trade by clearing 
away these silly and irrational 
misconceptions. 

ONE OF THE MOST deep-seat- 
ed errors current about the Jews 
is that they constitute a race. It 
is amazing to find how prevalent 
this notion is even in intellectual 
and academic circles where such 
scientific illiteracy might be least 
expected. The term “race” except 
where it is used metaphorically 
or poetically or colloquially, has 
very definite scientific creden- 
tials. Anthropologists define a 
race as a group of people or a 
community exhibiting a contin- 
uity of distinctive physical char- 
acteristics transmitted by hered- 
ity. These characteristics are 
both distinctive and continuous. 
On the basis of these factors the 
human family is divided broadly 
speaking, into three great races: 
the White, the Black and the Yei- 
low, to which occasionally a 
fourth, the Brown race, is added. 


You will find Jews represented 
in every one of these races of 
mankind. There are thousands of 
Negro Jews in Abyssinia whose 
physical characteristics are in- 
distinguishable from those of 
their Negro neighbors. There are 
Jews in China whose features 


are authentically Chinese; and in 
Western lands, depending upon 
the environmental circumstances 
and the factors of climate, nu- 
trition, occupation and heredity, 
the Jews exhibit all the charac- 
teristics of the Caucasian group 
of which they are an integral 
part. It is obvious therefore, that 
anyone who uses the term “race” 
to describe the Jews is employ- 
ing an arbitrary classification 


that is completely unsupported 
by fact. 
Another common _  misconcep- 


tion about the Jews is that they 
are a nation. This description is 
equally unsound and unsupport- 
able. It is obvious that*the Eng- 
lish, the French, the Danes, the 
Irish ,are nations. They have a 
common language, history, land 
and government to which they 
all give allegiance. Twenty-five 
hundred years ago the Jews were 
a nation. They had their own 
land and government in Pales- 
tine. They spoke a common lan- 
guage and shared a common na- 
tional experience. 

Today there is a very power- 
ful and highly organized effort 
being made to re-constitute the 
Jews again as a nation in Pal- 
estine. should it prove successful, 
it is possible that at some future 
time the Jews may again become 
a nation, but unless and until 
that occurs, the Jews are very 
definitely not a nation. They are 
unequivocally loyal nationals of 
the countries of which they are 
citizens. 

NOR IS IT POSSIBLE, without 
a complete disregard for seman- 
tics (which deals with the mean- 
ing of words) to classify the 
Jews as a nationality. Frequently 
an analogy is drawn on the one 
hand between the status of the 
Jews today and on the other, the 
status of the Poles under the 
Czar, and the Czechs under Aus- 
tria before the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles. It is argued that despite 
their inclusion in the Russian 
empire, the Poles retained their 
Polish nationality and the Czechs, 
regardless of their subject state 
in Austria, were still of Czech 
nationality. 


Following that line of analogi- 
cal reasoning, it is argued that 
the Jews today constitute a na- 
tionality. What this line of rea- 
soning fails to take into account 
is that the Poles and the Czechs 
all wanted their own land and 
government for themselves. They 
were _ practically unanimously 
committed to a national hope of 
being restored to their former 
country and government. That is 
emphatically not the case among 
the Jews. The five million Jews 
in America do not consider them- 
selves homeless. They are as in- 
tensely and patriotically devoted 
to this land as are any of its 
most loyal citizens. Even in the 
event that a Jewish state was 
established in Palestine, it is 
doubtful whether more than a 
mere handful of American Jews 
would emigrate there. The five 
million Jews in Russia are like- 
wise loyal nationals of their 
country. The same can be said 
of the Jews of Great Britain, and 
France and the Scandinavian 
countries, and practically every 
land from which the Jews have 
not been brutally expatriated and 
displaced. To call a people na- 
tionals of a non-existent state, in 
which, even if it were ultimately 
established, less than six or 
seven percent of them ever ex- 
pect to live, is to torture lan- 
guage and empty words of their 
meaning. 


If we are not a race or a na- 
tion or a nationality, the obvious 
question arises, what are we? 
In some respects, it is difficult to 
apply to the Jewish people the 
conventional designations. This 
much, however, is indisputably

true; that the strongest bond of 
union among Jews throughout 
the world is the religious tie. We 
are members or descendants of 
a religious community. The only 
allegiance we share in common 
on any important international 
scale is our loyalty to a body of 
religious truths and to a common 
religious tradition. 

It is significant that when the 
Jew abandons his faith, he dis. 
appears as a Jew in two or three 
generations. Some of the most 
prominent members of the San 
Francisco Christian community 
are the descendants of Jewish 
pioneers who helped to organize 
my own Congregation. Jewish 
culture is thoroughly religious, 
Our most memorable and auda. 
cious contributions to civilization 
were made in the field of religion, 
and if we have survived the dis- 
appearance of kingdoms and em- 
pires, it was only because of our 
religious steadfastness which 
gave us the strength and the will 
to endure. 

THE OVERWHELMING trag- 
edy that has overtaken our fel- 
low-Jews in Europe has not only 
given a new direction and im- 
petus to organized Jewish life 
today, but has brought the so- 
called Jewish problem once more 
prominently to the foreground 
of public attention. Before the 
outbreak of the recent war there 
were about sixteen million Jews 
in the world. Of these, 6,500,000, 
exclusive of the Jewish popula- 
tion ‘of Soviet Russia, inhabited 
continental Europe. When the 
war ended, those 6,500,000 had 
been reduced to not more than 
1,400,000. Official German docu- 
ments used at the Nuremburg 
trials of the Nazi war criminals, 
show that about 6,000,000 Euro- 
pean Jews were murdered. This 
figure includes one and a half 
million who died on the soil oi 
Soviet Russia during the Nazi 
occupation. 

The mind staggers at the as- 
tronomical proportions of this 
mass murder, unprecendented 
for barbarity and ferocity in hu- 
man annals. Before the war, Po: 
land had a Jewish population of 
3,500,000. Today, less than 80,000 
survive, including 10,000 who 
have fled to the American zone 
of occupation in Germany. The 
pre-war Jewish population of 
Hungary numbered 800,000. Of 
these, less than 180,000 are alive 
today. The Jewish population of 
Belgium was reduced from 83,000 
to 15,000. In Greece, where 65,009 
Jews formerly lived, less than 
2,000 are left. The statistics for 
other countries which fell into 
the clutches of the Nazis all fol- 
low the same ghastly pattern. 

Before the war there were 1,- 
300,000 Jewish children up to 
fourteen years of age in Europe. 
Of these, less than 150,000 sur- 
vive. Most of them are fully or 
half-orphaned. In all of Poland 
less than 5,000 Jewish children 
are alive. A painstaking and 
carefully conducted investiga- 
tion by responsible inter-govern- 
mental and Jewish agencies re- 
veals the shocking fact that out 
of a pre-war population in Po- 
land of 3,500,000, no more than 
100 Jewish families are intact 
today. I shall not challenge your 
credulity any further by dwell- 
ing upon this gruesome balance- 
sheet. 

The fearful casualties of the 
war have inevitably, however 
lamentably, blunted our ability 
to comprehend the significance 
of these staggering figures. Per- 
haps three things should be said 
in connection with these statis- 
tics. First, that they are indis- 
putably accurate and have been 
verified by competent authori- 
ties; second, that they do not in- 
clude the casualty lists of Jews 
who served in the armed forces

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of the United, Nations; and third, 
that these 6,000,000 human be- 
ings must be placed in a cate- 
gory completely apart from the 
conventional lists of military and 
civilian war casualties. 

These people were deliberately 
machine-gunned, asphixiated, 
jammed in freight cars exhuding 
poison gases; they were slowly 
starved and systematically ex- 
terminated. Their veins were 
drained of blood for plamsa and 
then filled with air bubbles, that 
they might die in torment. They 
dropped dead in exhaustion from 
forced labor or perished in futile 
resistance as did the heroic de- 
fenders of the Warsaw ghetto 
against overwhelming and impos- 
sible odds. And now their shat- 
tered remnants, save in those 
liberal lands in which democracy 
and decency are being restored, 
are compelled not only to face 
the common hardships of the 
general population, but are ex- 
posed to the back-wash of a per- 
sistent and malevolent anti- 
Semitism which curses the 
ground and poisons the very at- 
mosphere in which they live. 
Only 165,000 of the 765,000 Jews 
who survive in Eastern Europe 
reside in countries where UN- 
RRA may operate. 600,000 are 
presently in ex-emeny countries 
and consequently ineligible for 
intergovernmental assistance. 

THIS FRIGHTFUL: CATA- 
STROPHE is much more than the 
concern of Jews. It imposes a 
heavy obligation upon the collec- 
tive conscience of the world. 
Speaking in New Haven a few 
weeks ago, Senator Alben Bark- 
ley declared: “The hunger, home- 
lessness and destitution of Eu- 
rope’s 1,400,000 Jewish survivors 
is a major issue which the gov- 
ernments of the world must rec- 
ognize as a primary factor in the 
foundation of a permanent 
peace.” On the same day, in a 
public address at Patterson, New 
Jersey, Senator Harley Kilgore 
of West Virginia, said, “Restora- 
tion to a life of security and dig- 
nity for Europe’s homeless and 
destitute Jewish survivors must 
be the world’s first step toward 
just compensation for the ag- 
onies suffered by the first victims 
of Naziism.” 

And John D. Rockefeller, in a 
statement accompanying his gift 
of $100,000 to the $100,000,000 
campaign of the United Jewish 
Appeal, wrote as follows: “The 
plight of the Jewish survivors 
abroad makes an appeal that 
needs no argument or reinforce- 
ment.” Certain it is that no per- 
manent stability is possible for 
any people or nation in Europe 
unless a just and humane solu- 
tion is found for the broken and 
disposessed remnants of Israel. 

The greatest and most immedi- 
ate need is obviously relief and 
rehabilitation. The ravages of 
war and concentration camps 
and the continuing scarcity of 
food, clothing, shelter and medi- 
cal supplies have created a prob- 
lem of the first magnitude. A 
vast program of philantropic as- 
sistance to supplement the inade- 
quate aid from other sources has 
been undertaken by the Jewish 
communities in lands of freedom. 

First and foremost there is the 
necessity of keeping these people 
alive; of preventing famine, ex- 
posure and disease from making 
still greater inroads on their 
shrunken numbers. The Jews of 
America have set themselves the 
Herculean task of raising $100,- 
000,000 to further this program. 
In many cities the campaigns are 
already under way, and there is 
every indication that the quotas 
will be met. Never has American 
Jewry been more united in its 
unstinted support of a project 


than it is today on behalf of its 
suffering co-religionists in all the 
countries of their tragedy. 

A SECOND POINT upon which 
there is no disagreement either 
among Jews or non-Jews is that 
those survivors of the Hitler 
fury who have been’ uprooted 
from their former homes and 
wish to return, ought to be en- 
couraged and assisted to do so. 
The peace treaties have not yet 
been written. If the victory of 
the United Nations is not to be 
stripped of all ethical and moral 
significance, if the Four Free- 
doms for which we fought are to 
be part of the post-war world we 
want to live in, then it is impera- 
tive that the citizens of every 
state, regardless of race or re- 
ligion, be fully protected by a 
constitution and a bill of rights 
guaranteeing the political, econ- 
omic and social equality of every 
man, woman and child. You can- 
not have a first-class world and 
countenance second and_ third 
class citizens. Moreover, no Jew 
should be compelled against his 
will to return to a land in which 
he was’ despoiled, degraded, 
stripped of citizenship and re- 
duced to a pariah. 

This means that opportunities 
for emigration to other countries 
must be afforded to displaced and 
stateless persons of all faiths, 
who recoil with horror from re- 
turning to lands which have be- 
come graveyards for them, for 
their families and their hopes. 
There are many sparsely settled 
countries and territories in the 
world that are able to provide 
homes for these victims of bru- 
tality. It is incumbent upon the 
free peoples of the world, not 
only for reasons of humanity but 
for political considerations as 
well, to cooperate in finding a 
solution for this problem, which 
goes far beyond the scope of phil- 
anthropy and relief. 

As far as the stateless Jews in 
Europe are concerned, Palestine 
unquestionably offers the most 
promising solution. There are ap- 
proximately 100,000 Jews. in the 
Displaced Persons camps in the 
American and British occupied 
zones in Germany and Austria. 
Of these, it is reported that the 
overwhelming majority, prob- 
ably more than ninety per cent, 
are desperately eager to emi- 
grate to Palestine. Bartley Crum, 
our fellow San Franciscan, who 
is a member of the Anglo-Ameri- 
can Committee on Inquiry that 
has recently completed an ex- 
haustive survey of the Jewish 
problem in Europe and Palestine, 
after touring the American zone 
in Germany, said: “If we don’t 
clear out the Displaced Persons 
camps in the United States zone 
in Germany, we will have mass 
suicides of Jews, or they will try 
to fight their way into Palestine.” 

Mrs. Franklin Roosevelt, in an 
address at Temple Emanu-E] last 
week, presented a graphic de- 
scription of the pitiful scenes she 
observed at first-hand during her 
recent visit to Germany. As an 
illustration of the passionate de- 
sire of these unfortunates, to be- 
gin their lives anew in an atmos- 
phere of freedom and decency, 
she recounted the incident of an 
old woman who knelt at her feet 
in the mud, clasped her arms 
around Mrs. Roosevelt’s knees, 
and looking beseechingly into her 
face, whispered the one word, 
“Palestine.” 

President Truman, aware of 
this wide-spread sentiment among 
the stateless Jewish refugees 
overseas, addressed a letter last 
August 21st to the Prime Minis 
ter of England requesting the aad- 
mission of 100,000 Jews into Pal- 
estine. It is understandable that 
this yearning for an open door to

LOOD Accusation at Galatz, 
Roumania. A few days be- 

fore the Passover of 5619, the 
Jews of the town were accused 
of having bled a Christian child 
in the hand for the purpose of

APRIL 14, Seder. There was no 
1859 suspicion of murder, 
still fifteen Jews were 

arrested the next evening while 
in the synagogue at worship. On 
the following day, April 14, 1859, 
a large mob of several thousand 
people gathered and attacked the 
Jews in the synagogue. There 
was considerable bloodshed and 
great damage was wrought in- 
cluding the destruction of many 
of the sacred objects, including 
the desecration of fifty Torah 
scrolls. The riots continued for 
several days. The fifteen persons 
arrested were ultimately all re- 
leased without being convicted of 
any crime. It wasn’t, however, 
until 1867 that the Jews of the 
community were permitted to re- 


build their destroyed synagogue.

opportunity and freedom and the 
recovery of human ‘dignity 
should be so passionate in the 
hearts of these people. Millions 
of Jews in America reject the 
political philosophy of Zionism, 
but I have yet to meet a Jew 
who does not heartily support 
and encourage to the fullest, the 
widest possible immigration of 
Jewish refugees into Palestine. 


MOREOVER, it cannot be de- 
nied that the Jewish people have 
a special claim upon that land. I 
do not refer to any title that 
goes back to biblical times. The 
statute of limitations has expired 
on that. The claim of an open 
door to Palestine for the Jews in- 
heres in the Balfour Declaration 
issued by Great Britain during 
the first World War on Novem- 
ber 2, 1917, and which reads as 
follows: “His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment view with favor the estab- 
lishment in Palestine of a na- 
tional home for the Jewish peo- 
ple and will use their best en- 
deavors to facilitate the achieve- 
ment of this object, it being clear- 
ly understood that nothing shall 
be done which may prejudice the 
civil and religious rights of ex- 
isting non-Jewish communities in 
Palestine, or the rights and poli- 
tical status enjoyed by the Jews 
in any other countries.” 

Under the terms by which 
Great Britain was entrusted with 
the mandate for Palestine by the 
League of Nations, it was ex- 
pected that that commitment 
would be scrupulously and honor- 
ably fulfilled. It has not been. On 
the contrary, serious obstacles 
have been placed in the way of 
Jews fleeing from _ persecution 
who wish to find asylum in Pal- 
estine. The British White Paper 
issued in 1939 restricting Jewish 
immigration to 75,000 for a 
period of five years, and prohibit- 
ing the further acquisition of 
land by Jews, was unambiguous- 
ly discriminatory. One does not 
have to be a Zionist or favor the 


creation of a Jewish state in Pal- 
estine to recognize and protest 
these injustices. 

The American Jewish commun- 
ity today presents a paradox as 
far as Palestine is concerne1. 
We are hopelessly divided in our 
views regarding the political fu- 
ture of Palestine. Many of us are 
unalterably opposed for reasons 
of deep conviction, to the estab- 
lishment of a Jewish state. We 
are, however, completely united 
in our conviction that as a demo- 
cratic commonwealth Palestine 
can and should provide a home 
for our disinherited and down- 
trodden fellow Jews who seek its 
shelter. 

Much of the disagreement and 
fierce contention in both Jewish 
and political circles today con- 
cerning the future of Palestine is 
academic. Most of the Zionists 
are really concerned with the res- 
cue, relief and rehabilitation ot 
Jews and not with the politics 
of Palestine. Most of the anti- 
Zionists are equally concerned 
with rescue, relief and rehabilita- 
tion and are as vigorously pro- 
Palestine as they are anti-Jewish 
Nationalist. 

At present the Jewish popula- 
tion of Palestine is approximate- 
ly 600,000 Jews as against 1,200,- 
000 Arabs. The admittance of 
100,000 Jews will not materially 
alter this equilibrium. The land 
is ready and able to receive and 
sustain them. Competent and im- 
partial authorities support this 
conclusion. The latest survey of 
the country’s absorptive capacity 
was recently conducted by the 
American Council on Public Af- 
fairs. It was made by.a group of 
economists headed by Robert R. 
Nathan, former deputy director 
of the office of War Mobilization 
and Reconversion. “From an 
economic point of view,” their 
report says, “there can be no 
question that the Jews have been 
a great progressive force in Pal- 
estine. It is estimated that be- 


Disraeli consistently and honor- 
ably supported all the bills which 
sought to remove Jewish disa- 
bilities and his conduct in this 
regard earned him the admira- 
tion of his great rival, Mr. Glad- 
stone.

tween 615,000 and 1,125,000 Jew- 
ish immigrants could be absorbed 
during the next decade.” 

UNFORTUNATELY, the Zion- 
ist insistence that Palestine be 
made a Jewish state has created 
enormous difficulties. It has 
aroused the Arabs to a_ fever 
pitch of counter-nationalism, and 
kept the country in a state of 
turmoil. The policy of the Manda- 
tory Power has been vacillating, 
inconsistent and unpredictable. 
At the present time the Anglo- 
American Committee on Inquiry 
has concluded its exhaustive in- 
vestigations and is preparing its 
report and recommendations. 
One may confidently predict that 
the solution they will propose 
will be less than the Zionists de- 
mand and more than the Arabs 
are ready to yield. There appears 
to be no good reason why the 
country, for the present and im- 
mediate future cannot resolve 
its difficulties under a democratic 
form of government under the 
trusteeship. of the United Nations 
in which there shall be equality 
of rights and obligations for all 
citizens regardless of whether 
they be Moslem or Jew or Chris- 
tian or unbeliever. One consider- 
ation alone is of paramount im- 
portance: the great need of the 
homeless. Human lives must 
take precedence over the politics 
of Palestine. 

We Jews are an old people. We 
are a religious people—the people 
of the Book. Again and again has 
our metal been tested in the fires 
of man’s fierce inhumanity and 
our resistance forged on the an- 
vil of world crisis. We know that 
the ultimate solution of our des- 
tiny is in the hands of God. We 
know that the world needs us 
most when it hates us most; that 
The anniversary of his death has 
been observed in England as 
“Primrose Day,” and in connec- 
tion with it a large Conservative 
organization has grown up, known 
as the “Primrose League.” 
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LATIMER FILES $100,000 LIBEL SUIT AGAINST 'GENTILE NEWS'

CHICAGO-—Repercussions of the Gerald L. K. 


Smith Feb. 7 rally, as a result of which various lib- 
eral elements in this city have been stirred to act 
against the planned race-hating tactics of Smith and 
his kind, continued here on several fronts. 

Major new developments have been the following: 

(1) Ira Latimer. Executive director of the Chi- 
cago Civil Liberties Committee who causéd the arrest 
of Smith and two associates, filed a $100,000 libel 
suit on the basis of an article attacking him in the 
Gentile News. 

(2) Municipal Judge John V. McCormick, who 
presided at the trial in which the Rev. Arthur W. 
Terminiello, “Father Coughlin of the South,” was 
found guilty of disorderly conduct and fined $100 by 
a jury, disqualified himself from hearing further 
charges against Terminiello; and against Smith and 
Fred Kister, the other two arrested on Latimer’s 
charges. He sent the remaining cases to Chief Jus- 
tice Edward Scheffler for re-assignment to another 
judge. 

(3) Motions for a new trial for Terminiello and 
to set aside the jury’s verdict, were overruled by 
Judge McCormick; and Terminiello’s counsel an- 
nounced an appeal would be taken directly to the 
State Supreme Court. 

(4) Don Lohbeck, editor of Smith’s Detroit pub- 
lication was found guilty of contempt of court by 
Judge McCormick, and sentenced to thirty days in 
jail, for his conduct during the trial of Terminiello. 

(5) Lohbeck and Smith, who earlier in the week 
also was found guilty of contempt and sentenced to 
sixty days in jail both were given stays of mittimus 
until June 7, to allow their counsel to file an appeal. 

Latimer’s suit filed in Superior Court here, named 
as defendants Eugene R. Flitcraft, publisher of the 
Gentile News, and Kister, national chairman of the 
Christian Veterans of America. The suit names 
Kister as author of the allegedly defamatory article, 
“The Revolution is on,” which ran in the March is- 
sue of the Gentile News. 


nies that Latimer is agent for Moscow or any foreign 
government; that he conspired with any judges; and 
that he caused the arrest of Smith, Kister and Ter- 
miniello on “ridiculous charges.” 

The suit quoted the following from the article: 
“The next morning, we learned that Ira Latimer, 
Moscow agent in Chicago, had conspired with two 
judges (Caplan and Heller) to have all three of our 
speakers arrested“on charges of disorderly conduct 
and inciting to riot. We don’t intend to allow these 
criminals to get away with their dastardly charges.” 

The pending charges which Judge McCormick 
asked to be re-assigned, include those of disorderly 
conduct against Smith and Kister; and inciting to 
riot against Terminiello and Kister. 

By the middle of this week, Judge Scheffler had 
not yet made the re-assignment, and had indicated 
that several days might pass before he does. 

Tne action on which Lohbeck and Smith were 
held in contempt was the distribution in court during 
the Terminiello trial of a press release attacking 
Latimer. Judge McCormick ruled that the act con- 
stituted contempt, despite a plea by defense counsel 
that, since court was not in session at the time, con- 
tempt had not been committed. 

Judge McCormick commented that Loheck’s pun- 
ishment should be less than Smith’s because he acted 
under orders from Smith; but added, “He was guilty 
of contempt and should have known better.” 

In sentencing Smith, Judge McCormick made the 

following statement: 
. “We are at the close of a trial conducted under 
difficult—I might say unparalleled—conditions. Dur- 
ing the trial I was patient. Before the trial com- 
menced I told counsel I would tolerate no disorder 
or other improper conduct in the court room. At 
the request of counsel for the defendants, and in 
spite of rules, I permitted you (Smith) and your as- 
sociates to sit at the table with counsel. 

“Your highly improper conduct toward the jury 
caused me to rescind that permission, and to again 


contempt, I was still patient. I-could, but I will not 
enter into a long recital of improper and contemp- 
tuous acts committeed by you in the court room. 
Then there came to my attention the happening out 
of which this hearing grew. If the conduct of you 
and your associates in and toward an American court 
of law affords a test of your attitude toward other 
American institutions, it behooves Americans to look 
squarely at the philosophy which confronts them. 


“Your counsel among other things have pleaded 
for leniency. I think they could have urged it with 
more effect if you were an uneducated man with no 
knowledge of court procedure. I regard your act a 
great contempt and in view of that fact I think I 
have heeded the plea of your counsel in the sentence 
I will now impose.” 


Smith issued a statement saying he was honored 
at being chosen in an “issue ... involving the free 
press.” He said his organization will finance Term- 
iniello’s appeal, “Because it involves free speech.” 


Smith and Lohbech were not the only ones of the 
Smith cohorts who drew rebukes from the Court 
for their trial conduct. Terminiello himself was cited 
for contempt for a nose-thumbing gesture toward 
Prosecutor A. A. Pantelis, but was purged when he 
apologized to Judge McCormick. Kister also was 
cited in connection with the press release distribution, 
but was cleared when the court accepted his expla- 
nation that he had nothing to do with the distribu- 
tion.

Abba Hillel Silver in his Passover sermon in 


Pointing to the widespread want in the world and the lack of 


political stability in many coun- 
tries, he declared “The four free- 
doms for which mankind waged 
the last war are far from won.” 

“The United Nations may be- 
come instrumental in the attain- 
ment of these freedoms for man- 
kind,” he said. “But unfortunate- 
ly it has as yet not been per- 
mitted to function in the spirit 
in which it was created. The 
great powers are using it as a 
shuttlecock in their game of 
power politics.” 

Declaring that not a single 
great power has so far emerged 
as the disinterested champion of 
the rights of long-suffering man- 
kind, Dr. Silver charged the “role 
of our own country in the United 
Nations has so far been ambig- 
uous, uncertain and uninspired.” 

“The high hope of the world 
is not that the United States 
should get tough with one im- 
perial power or bolster up the 
interests of another imperial 
power but that it should get 
right with itself,” he said. 

“Following its own noble tra- 
ditions of freedom and the rights 
of man, it should throw the whole 
weight of its influence behind the 
new world organization whose 
task it is to defend the right of 
all peoples.”
